Samoan Islands, under date of June 
18, says: 


"Although considerable roceesfrha* 


attended the labors of the commission- 
ers, it <san not be said that the outlook 
for the immediate future is altogether 
satisfactory.

followed to a perilous extent a policy 
of compromise, with the result that 
many conclusions at which they hav° 
arrived are inconsistent and displeas- 
ing to all parties. 


"The only completely satisfactory 


features are the disarmament and dis- 
bandment of the natives, the resigna- 
tion of Malietoa 
Tanus and the 


abolition of the kingship. These inci- 
'dents greatly relieve the tension and 
modify tne fears of another outbreak 
but the'proclamation of a provisional 
government is keenly criticised by 
natives and whites alike. • 


" During the absence of Herr Ko»e>

There are, approximately, 250,000 In- 


dians in the United States, and tht 
ar/er number ol them maintain such 
ribal organizations ^as exempt them 
rom the operation of the ordinary laws 
I the country. They have their own 
overnments, tribunals nud tribal reg' 


ulrttlane, enjoy exemption from taxa- 
tion, jury duty and military service, 
and have the benefit of the various pro 
isions made in treaties from tin* to 
im« whereby the United States gov- 
•rnnient assures them certain lands, a 
ertain amount of subsistence and it. 
Borne cases cash payments. From tlu 
oundation of the government until thii 
>resent the Indians have cost the fed- 
iral government, exclusive of the sum 
et apart for military expeditions, fortt 
and reservations and exclusive of th« 
sums appropriated by the states, about 
1300,000,000 in disbursements, the av, 
erage amount of which is now about 
fd,000,000 a year. 


In nearly all the states of the country 


Indians are the subject of special stat- 
utory provisions, and, although thcil 
number seems to grow less each year, 
;he number of Indian statutes, as they 
are called, does not diminish year b> 
v«ar. As recently as 1897, for instance, 
Utah, tha last admitted ol tie states, 
adopted a statute making H unlawful 
for anyone to sell liquor within ten 
miles of an Indian reservation, except 
n cities and towns. Under the liquo? 
tax law of New York, section 30, it it 
made a penal ofianse to sell or give 
away any )iquor to any intoxicated per- 
son, to any habitual drunkard, or to anj 
Indian. Section 0 of article I of the 
real eetato code of New York, BO milled, 
provides that the heirs of an Indian to 
whom real property was granted for 
military bervices rendered during the 
war of the revolution may take and 
hold such real property by descent, aa 
if they were citizens of the state at the 
time of the, death of their ancestor. A 
conveyance of such real property to 
a citizen of this state, executed by sueb 
Indian or liib hcire after March 7, 1800, 
is valid, if executed with the approval 
of *lio surveyor-general or E*ate engi- 
neer and sin veyor, indorsed thereupon. 


The Indians of Florida have been 


faring very well in matters of legisla- 
tion designed for their government and 
betterment. 
The Semlnole Indians ol 


Florida by the treaty of 1832 re- 
linquished to the United States all title 
to lands in that state. Jta later year* 
recognition has been given to thqsc re- 
maining ui Florida by the appropria- 
tion of money for tlvair education and 
civilization.

1<va» fed regularly, yet none of the sur- 
viving members of the family looked at 
Jt without wishing it dead On March 
8 Mra. Beese went to to^ n to buy some 
medicine for her sleK daughter, >"ina, 
aged 11. When she returned she found 
the houoe in ashes 
Nina, the babv, 


aged 11 months, and the cat had been 
burned to death. Though nothing cer- 
tain is known of what took place dur- 
ing the mothei'g absence, it is supposed 
that the cat and the babj weieplujing 
around the stove, which was a. small, 
ri«kety affair, and in some wav knocked 
it over and set fire to the house. 


Hrs- Reese was heartbroken and 


never recovered from the shock. On 
March 11 she died. As she lay upon 
ier deathbed she colled her son William 
to her side, and, with more of certain- 
ty than of mere superstition, stud: "I 
am sure the cat is the cause of all this 
trouble. Be careful forMollieandyour- 
»elf. Its ghost wiH- pursue 5011." 


The next dav Mollle, aged' 13, died of 


grief, and mother and daughter were 
buried in the same grave
